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PETITION TO REPLACE OMITTED ITEMS 

In response to the Notice of Omitted Items, namely FIGS. 9C, 10C 
and 13B, mailed September 17, 2004, please replace drawing sheets 3, 4 and 6 
of the 17 drawings sheets containing FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13B respectively as 
initially filed, with the attached drawing sheets 3, 4 and 6. A petition fee of $130 
(one hundred and thirty dollars) is enclosed. 

However, in light of the following remarks, Applicant respectfully 
requests refund of this petition fee because, based on the proof and 
arguments below, Applicant strongly believes the USPTO received (as initially 
mailed) 17 sheets of drawings with 26 Figures including the allegedly omitted 
FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13B. 
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REMARKS 

The communication of 9/17/2004 regarding the alleged omission 
of FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13B, has been carefully reviewed and understood. 
Applicant is attaching replacement drawing sheets 3, 4 and 6 that contain these 
alleged missing Figures, as initially filed. 

However, Applicant respectfully would like to point out that: 

(a) the returned post card (copy attached) that was mailed by Applicant with 
the Application as initially filed correctly shows 17 sheets of drawings with 26 
Figures. Each sheet of drawing as initially filed was properly labeled 1/17 - 
17/17; 

(b) FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13B are correctly described in the specification, 
particularly under the "Brief Description of the Drawing" section; and 

(c) FIG. 9C was/is on sheet 3/17 along with FIGS. 8, 9A and 9B; 

(c) FIG. 10C was/is on sheet 4/17 along with FIGS. 10A, 1 0B and 11; and 

(c) FIG. 13B was/is on sheet 4/17 along with FIG. 14. 

Accordingly, it is clear that any sheet of the 17 sheets as labeled 
(i/1 7-17/17) made it clear that there were 17 sheets, and that FIGS. 8, 9A, 9B; 
10A, 10B, 11 and 14 as described in the specification cannot be in the record in 
the absence of FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13. Thus Applicant strongly believes the 
USPTO received (as initially mailed) 17 sheets of drawings with 26 Figures 
including the allegedly omitted FIGS. 9C, 10C and 13B. 

As such, Applicant respectfully requests acceptance of the 
attached replacement drawing sheets 3, 4 and 6, as well as refund of the 
petition fee.
